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ON  "INSIDE  KPFA"  recently  a  listener  humorously  complained  that  the  trouble  with 
KPFA  is— one  really  has  to  listen.  He  explained  that  many  of  the  programs  require  the 
full  attention  and  participation  of  the  listener,  which  is  difficult  when  guests  are  present 
or  other  household  activities  must  continue. 

This  comment  introduces  a  question  of  the  intention  of  the  broadcaster,  and  the 
specific  intention  of  KPFA.  One  of  the  most  advantageous  and,  at  times,  trying  aspects 
of  radio  is  its  intimacy.  There  is  not  a  room  in  the  house  to  which  radio  is  denied 
access.  Moreover,  while  one  must  exert  himself  somewhat  to  go  to  a  concert,  a  lecture, 
the  theatre  or  the  movies,  the  barest  minimum  of  effort  is  needed  to  turn  on  the  radio— 
or  to  turn  it  off.  The  effortless  intimacy  of  radio  has  provided  advertisers  with  an  effec- 
tive instrument  for  selling  products  to  essentially  passive  listeners.  But  the  same  instru- 
ment may,  through  enlisting  the  creative  participation  of  the  listener,  extend  the  educa- 
tional experience  of  both  listener  and  broadcaster. 

Round  table  discussions  or  panels  on  the  arts,  for  example,  may  be  informative, 
perplexing,  or  dull  because  the  conversation  is  fragmentary  and  many  aspects  of  the 
subject  are  of  necessity  left  out.  But  through  such  conversations,  fragmentary  as  they 
may  be,  an  exchange  of  ideas  about  an  art  by  the  practicing  artists  occurs  and  some- 
times serves  as  an  extension  of  our  understanding  of  the  method  and  structure  of  a 
creative  activity.  The  choice  of  participants  and  speakers,  the  format  and  emphasis,  the 
production  details  of  programs  determine  whether  this  vital  process  takes  place. 

In  its  forums,  panels,  interviews,  KPFA  is  endeavoring  to  develop  in  the  intimate 
radio  medium  techniques  which  will  transform  the  "educational"  program  into  an 
entertaining  and  informative  experience  for  all  who  share  it.  There  are  many  things

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Janet  Nickelsburg  is  heard  on  Sunday  aft- 
ernoons at  4:45  in  a  lively  discussion  with 
children  about  insects,  stars,  reptiles  and 
other  natural  phenomena.  This  program 
evolved  out  of  Mrs.  Nickelsburg's  long  ex- 
perience with  children  in  nature  studies. 

It  was  her  work  as  a  teacher  of  science  in 
an  elementary  school,  for  a  period  of  twelve 
years,  which  equipped  her  with  the  exper- 
ience to  present  scientific  material  in  a  way 
which  enlisted  the  enthusiasm  of  children. 
Instead  of  presenting  dull  information  out  of 
a  textbook,  Mrs.  Nickelsburg  shared  with 
children  her  intense  interest  in  observing  the 
living  plants,  the  growing  seeds,  the  sea  crea- 
tures on  the  beach,  the  revolving  stars— all 
the  visible  aspects  of  nature.  She  encouraged 
children  to  study  the  things  immediately 
about  them,  even  in  urban  areas.  A  trip  to 
a  vacant  city  lot  uncovers  a  wealth  of  insect, 
plant  and  mineral  life  which  delights  chil- 
dren who  have  never  explored  an  appar- 
ently barren  field. 

Recognizing  the  wide  response  among  chil- 
dren to  these  studies,  Mrs.  Nickelsburg  spent 
much  of  her  leisure  working  with  Girl  Scouts 
and  Camp  Fire  girls.  Year  after  year,  hun- 
dreds of  youngsters  in  summer  camps  ex- 
plored the  wooded  areas,  observing,  collect- 
ing, enjoying  the  fun  and  knowledge  gained 
in  developing  understanding  of  natural 
processes.  During  this  time  she  was  sought 
by  group  leaders  and  councilors  to  train  lead- 
ers of  children's  organizations  in  methods  of 
nature  study. 

She  wrote  articles,  addressed  teachers  and 


was  for  several  years  in  charge  of  the  Science 
Room  in  the  Junior  Museum,  conducted  by 
the  Department  of  Recreation  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. These  experiences  contributed  to  an 
awareness  of  the  vital  interest  taken  in  the 
community  in  natural  science,  and  in  1947  a 
new  radio  program,  "Signposts  for  Young 
Scientists"  was  aired  over  the  Western  Net- 
work of  NBC.  This  program  has  been  used 
in  Bay  Area,  Peninsula,  and  Northern  County 
schools  for  furthering  the  study  of  science 
in  their  class  rooms,  and  in  1948  it  received 
"First  Award"  as  an  outstanding  educational 
broadcast,  by  the  School  Broadcast  Conference 
in  Chicago. 

The  "Nature  Forum"  on  KPFA  is  a  half- 
hour  discussion  among  children  of  various 
ages  and  interests.  Sometimes  Mrs.  Nickels- 
burg takes  the  children  to  a  beach,  to  a  creek 
or  woods  and  they  study  sea-creatures,  water 
insects  and  plants  or  trees  and  report  their 
findings  and  questions  on  the  broadcast.  On 
other  programs  children  discuss  their  hob- 
bies, such  as  chemistry  sets  or  gardens.  Young 
people  who  wish  to  join  in  the  Nature  Forum 
discussions  are  invited  to  call  KPFA  and 
make  an  appointment  with  Mrs.  Nickelsburg.

to  be  learned  in  this  experiment  and  the 
value  of  listener  suggestions  cannot  be  over- 
estimated. They  are  earnestly  solicited  and 
will  give  the  station  its  only  guide  in  evalu- 
ating listener  participation  as  an  object  of 
programing.
